ed" largely because of the invention of 
the war savings certificate, which has 
served as a model for the American 
war savings certificate. 
Local war 
.savings committees and war saving-s 
associations were organized through- 
out the country to persuade the pub- 
lic to buy bonds. This was a new Idea 
in Great Britain, where the investor 
had always been expected to come to 
the bond houses. 
"The success of the war savings 
campaign has been due to the atmo- 
sphere which it created. The commit- 
tees emphasized the importance of sav- 
ing and left the question of invest- 
ment in government securities in the 
second place. It directed thought to- 
ward the one object of victory and 
made people unerstand that4 saving 
meant the placing of goods -and ser- 
vices in increasing volume at the dis- 
posal of the government, and it also 
meant increased production and avoid- 
ance cf waste, as well -as refraining 
from unnecessary expenditure.

The result of this wfls-tbat 
large numbers of the wounded suc- 
cumbed from gangrene or blood-poison- 
in, or were rendered so feeble from loss 
of blood that they were unable to un- 
dergo operations that were vitally nec- 
essary. It wa« at that time regarded 
as"« satisfactory result that 60 per 
cent of the wounded brought into the 
hospitals recovered eventually from 
their injuries. 
This percentage of losses among the 
wounded men would at present be re- 
garded with horror by the military 
surgeons, who now reckon with per- 
fect assurance on saving about nlne- 
tenths of the wounded men coming 
under, their 
treatment.

Stello Late Yesterday., 


Charged wi,th the attempted mur- 
der of Jasper Lumbardo.' an Italian 
emnloye of the Fairbanks-Morse plant, 
Joe Stello sits in his cell at the county 
jail today,- awaiting.- bjs trial, -which 
is set for Thursday morning before 
Judge Clark in the Beloit municipal 
court. Stello's ball is fixed at $2 600. 
He was brought to the jail late yester- 
day afternoon by Chief of Police Qual- 
man and Detective .Dan Torrisi of Be- 
loit.

The attempt at the life of Lumbardo 
occurred Sunday evening at the home 
of Peter Deveta, 553 St. Paul aivenue, 
Beloit..-when he received a wound m 
hia right lung from a 32 caliber re- 
volver, which was fired by Stello. The 
tragedy occurred in that 'section of 
the city 
known as 
"Little 
Italy," 
which has been the scene of many 
similar ..crimes. 
Immediately - after 
the shooting Stello ran, and Lumbardo 
staggered into the hospital In a des- 
perate condition. The wound caused 
nn internal hemorrhage in his right 
lung, nnd the loss of blood had weak- 
ened him to such an extent, that It 
was found impossible to probe for 
the bullet. He lies in the hospital.to- 
ri ay, his chances for life being slim, 
hut refuses to say one word as to the 
cause of the tragedy, evidently-fear- 
ing the ".Black-Hand", sang. 
Credit for the work of rounding up 
the alleged culprit Is due to the ef- 
forts of Detective Dan Torrisi, Be- 
loit's able criminal detective, who has 
assisted in clearing up many other 
Crimea of similar nature.

post. This particular "post", was: an 
underground room at the end of a tun- 
nel which ran straight out' from ^the 
trench about fifty yards or more. 
CRAWL ON. STOMACHS 
OVER 0U'R OWN ,MEN 
In order to reach the compartment, 
I was obliged to crawl on my stomach 
as nearly, like a flnake or a caterpillar 
as a human being could do. As I 
neared the end of the tunnel, which 
ran directly from a firing toay, one of 
the listeners thrust a bayonet within 
a few inches of my head and'saia: 
"Halt! Wno is there?" 
Tbere I lay like a stick ojf wood with 
the steel almost grazing my scalp, and 
I didn't feel at all friendly toward the 
man who. was .really only doing his 
duty, but I replied, "Friend, with the 
countersign."' 
"Advance, friend, and giye the coun- 
tersign," said -the voice. 
• "How in hell can I advance?" I said 
p'eevjstily. "But here's your counter- 


sign," and I gave it. 
"Nine men goin^ out -through this 
post," I then told him.

With the arrival of the Balfour mis- 


sion late Information has been obtain- 
ed retarding road building methods 
followed In the war regions ot France 
and Belgium. 


English military engineers have re- 


cently made experiments demonatrat- 
In« that It Is possible and desirable to 
build the highest type of road sur- 
faces for the temporary or emergency 
movement of artillery and supplies. 
Roads built-v~wlth asphalt sent over 
from England have recently been con- 
structed In the rear of the French-Bel- 
glum front Roads so improved imve 
far better service than any type here- 
tofore attempted under the swift and 
heavy movements necessitated by the 
artillery action which' precedes infan- 
try attacks. It was observed that mo- 
tor trucks and gun carriages suffered 
no Injury In movement over these 
hastily constructed asphalt pavements, 
while frequent breakdowns were ex- 
perienced when road building wag not 
attempted. 


These experiments being done, a 


mission including officers of the Brit- 
ish and French e^itlneer corps looked 
over the pavements in the environs 
of Paris built "in the last three or four 
>years. 
Among other-roads Inspected 


early In this month was the Trini- 
dad asphalt pavement lald'on the road 
to -Versailles which has been carrying 
military h-afflc ever since the 'war be- 
gan. As a result of these experiments 
and Investigations It has been (Jecld- 
ed, wherever possible, to construct sim- 
ilar surfaces~for the movement of mili- 
tary traffic In regions where roads 
have been, destroyed or where they 
may be. made necessary bybattle plan*.
